W. W. Marsh, the Winter Place 
weather prophet, sums up weather 
conditions for July, as follows: 

The month of July will be hot and 
sultry, with terrific storms and at 
times heavy rains covering the en- 
tire country 1 . The heat at times 
will be intense, causing many pros- 
trations in all sections of the coun- 
try. The heat waves will be fr«- 
quent but of short duration, being 
relieved by violent storms. Hur- 
ricanes will occur along the gulf 
coast and on the Gulf of Mexico, 
the Atlantic Ocean and coasts. On 
the great lakes and states adjoin- 
ing, cyclones and tornadoes over 
the states of the West and North- 
west; hot weather, Violent storms 
and at times heavy rain, high w*nd, 
hail and electrical display will oc- 
cur over the Ohio Valley— over the 
states of Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, 
West Virginia, Tennessee. Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois, Texas and the 
Southern and Gulf states. The 
severe storms of heavy rains in the 
valleys of the big central rivers 
will cause floods in the low lands. 
The southern rivers will also at- 
tain flood BtageH of water. 

To those living in the states of 
Iowa, Minnesota, Dakotas, Wiscon- 
sin, Nebraska, Missouri. Arkansas, 
Georgia and Alabama should pro 
tect themselves, property and stock 
against damaging storms and cy- 
clones between the dates of the 6th 
anonotb, 12th and 15th, 17th and.

rapidly rising waters between same 
Hates, and tbove in the Eastern, 
New England, Southern and Gulf 
States to protect against floods and 
violent storms between the same 
dates. The storms during July 
be frequent and severe over 
greater portion of the country, 

GENERAL FORECAST. 

Between 4th and 7th "hot wave. 
Very hot weather will prevail, »ov 
ering the greater portion of the 
country, causing heat prostrations. 

Between 8th and 14th severe 
storm on the waters. Great Lakes, 
Atlantic Ocean, Gulf of Mexico and 
coasts, and over the Gulf and 
Southern States. Violent thunder 
storms, heavy rain and cyclonic 
wind and severe lightning over the 
states of Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, 
West Virginia and Tennessee, and 
heavy rain, bail and wind storms 
along the Ohio River and the Ohio 
River valleys. 

Between the 16th and 18th severe 
storms will prevail over the South- 
ern and Gulf States.

EDITOR'S OUTING. 



Impressions By the Way, Gained 
From a Car Window Inspec- 
tion of the Country. 



Omaha, Neb.. July 7.— The Na 
tional Editorial Association wili 
hold its eighteenth annual meeting 
here this week. The meetings prop- 
do not be^in until tomorrow, 
but already about 100 delegates are 
on i|ie grounds tnd a reception will 
be given to-mght at the principal 
theatre, at which address of wel- 
by the mayor and other prom- 
It Citizens will be made and re- 
to by officers of the Asso 

cation. 

The journey (com Hopkinsville 
to CHnaha is through one of the 

richest agricultural regions on 
earth. It is 1~<\ miles to St. Louis, 
327toiles over the Burlington Route 
St. Joseph and thence up the 
Missouri valley by the same Route 
12) miles to Omaha. This part of 
the trip is made through Western 
Iowa, with Nebraska in sight all 
the way juBt across the Missouri 
er. Council Bluffs is opposite 
Omaha and one of the several 
bridges over the Missouri is be- 
tween these two cities. After pass- 
ing through the mining district of 
Christian and Hopkins counties, 
the rich farm lands of the Ohio val- 
ley are traversed. Wheat cutting 
is over in this region and the light- 
ness of the crop was everywhere 
shown by the scatWiog array of 
shocks in the fields. Corn in 
Kentucky counties was looking 
and.the crop prospects seemed to 
be very brfgbt. Across the river 
at Henderson we encountered "im- 
mediately the, new style of corn 
planting. The soil is so productive 
that the farmers have adopted the 
plan of drilling in rows to be pli 
ed only one way, the stalks stand- 
ing only 12 inches apart in the 
This is said to double the yield of 
corn, where the soil will stand it. 
All th/ough Indiana and HI: 
along the line of the Louisville & 
Nashville railroad, the corn was 
planted this way, and while the 
corn is not so advanced as in Ken- 
tucky. it gives promise of a fine 
crop, with favorable Seasons from 
now cn. The fertile prairie lands 
of "Egypt" are said to be rich for 
ten feet down and there is no limit 
to the productiveness of this garden 
spot of Illinois. 

At East St Louis there is still 
much evidence of the damage done 
by the recent floods. Hundreds of 
workmen were seen busily engaged 
in clearing away the piles of rub 
bish and repairing the damage to 
railroads and buildings. 

As we passed through Evans- 
ville we found intense excitement 
growing out of the riot the night be- 
fore, caused by a mob's attack on 
the jail in attempt to lynch a negro 
who had killed a policeman. The 
worst part of the not was in pro- 
gress about the time we passed 
through the city, but the details 
were not known until we reached 
St. Louis. 
The big Union Depot at St. Louis 
one of the finest in the country 
is said there are from 20.000 to 
50,000 arrivals (and departures at 
this depot every day. Yet there 
no confusion, and no difficulty in 
learning what to do. There is an 
Information Bureau and those leav 
ing Missouri who have to be shown, 
can find a man to answer questions 
who cannot be stumped by any 
terrogation. He can tell anything 
yOu want to know about the arri- 
vals and departures of trains, oi 
about connections anywhere that 
St. Lmis railroads lead to.

building going on in the city and 
everybody seems to be preparing 
for the big show next year: The 
park is one of the loveliest in the 
United States. We have not at 
hand figures as to its dimensions, 
but it appears to contain several 
hundred acres. There are beauti- 
ful driveways, numerous beds of 
frequent bodies of water, 
fountains playing at intervals and 
omfortable seats provided in all 
parts of the park, which is heavily 
ihaded, many of the trees being the 
native oaks. Passing through the 
grounds towards the entrance 
reached by the Olive street car 
there are many attractive 
things to see, including the "Zoo," 
which is stocked with buffaloes, 
elks, bears, beavers, alligators and 
other animals, birds and pet stock. 
At this end of the park is located 
the site of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, to begin next May and 
which the management will try to 
make excel the great World's Fair 
at Chicago ten years ago. Some of 
the buildings are nearing comple- 
tion, but there :s much work to do 
yet if the fair is to open on time, 
But nobody ever beard ot one of 
these great expositions being ready 
to start on time with a complete 
show. Returning through Olive 
and Eighteenth streets to the 
pot, another five miles through the 
business part of the city, one has a 
pretty fair idea of St. Louis as a 
city. 

The start to Omaha was made at 
9 o'clock at night and the trip 
through the State of Missouri was 
made largely in the night, but we 
had seen this country before and 
there is no discount on its beauty 
or fertility. The early morning 
hours found the train speeding 
trough a fine grazing district, 
ith the native prairie grass knee 
high in many fields and great herds 
of cattle stretched out in,*hc distant 
landscape 

At St. Joseph, Mo , the train 
stopped for breakfast and the mea 
served here is a good one. Turn 
ing northward, the run from St. 
Joseph to Council Bluffs is in sight 
of the Missouri river all the 
through a beautiful valley enclosed 
by a range of hills on both sides in 
sight of the railroad. This country 
is of the same character as that 
seen in Missouri, except that the 
season is later. Wheat harvest is 
still in progress here and we saw 
reapers running in many fields and 
none of the crop 'appeared to have 
been threshed. The grain seemed 
to be heavy and the crop here 
probably a full one. 

Omaha was reached at 11 o'clock* 
but this city will be reserved for a 
future letter.

From present indication actual 
work on the construction of the 
Kentucky State building at the St. 
Louis World s fair grounds will 
begin within a fortnight. The 
building committee of the Kentucky 
Exhibit Association met last week 
and received proposals from thir- 
teen of the country's biggeBt con 
tractors to erect the building. 
Twelve of this number have con- 
tracts with the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition for putting different 
Idings on the grounds. The 
Exhibit Association had deter- 
mined many months ago to hold the 
cost of the building, it being tempo 
rary, down to $30,000. Three of 
the bids received were under $30, 
000 and one that figure exactly 
The committee passed a resolution, 
recommending to the board of di- 
rectors of the association that the 
lowest bid be accepted aad contract 
at once entered into. The directors 
held a meeting two davf later — 
eight of the fifteen membere of the 
board being absent— and approved 
the recommendations of tbe build- 
ing committee. Resolutions to this 
effect were adopted, each member 
present signing and tbe secretary 
deing directed toforward'the paper 
to the absent members. The name 
of tbe contractor will be withheld 
until this formality is carried out. 

The name of the firm that will 
build the "New Kentucky Home ' at 
the World's fair is a guarantee of 
excellent work. This firm has put 
up some of the famous buildings of 
the United States. 

The design of tbe Kentucky 
building at next year's exposition 
familiar to tbe eye ot every 
Kentuckian, and for that matter to 
the eye of thousands who live out- 
lide the state. It has appeared in 
daily, weekly and monthly papers 
all over the country. While the 
Kentucky Exhibit Association must 
raise twice as much money as it 
has raised to complete tbe building 
and make displays of tbe State's 
untold wealth in minerals, forestry, 
agriculture, horticulture. livestock- 
tobacco, etc., etc., in the main ex- 
hibit palaces.' tbej directors— who 
are giving their time and money 
(or the .success of the cause without 
one cent ol pay— felt that the busi- 
ness, enterprising element of the 
State would not fail to respond on 
the final call.

Figuring on this basis it will re- 
quire 45,000 men to harvest the 
Kansas wheat crop in 10 days 
Wages daring the harvest time are 
high for I arm hands. Placing the 
figure at f 150 a day for each man 
it will cost $1,125,000 for labor. Ad 
ded to this is cost of binding twine, 
wear and tear on machines, food 
for the hands, which will bring the 
cost fully up to $1,750,000. At 
about 7" cents a bushel the Kansas 
farmers ought to have a profit of 
$45,000, i to $49,000,000 on their 

The crying need now in that 
state is labor. An appeal has 
been sent to the country for men to 
harvest thi> immense Kansas crop. 
Farmers have gone to the cities for 
labor to take in the golden grain, 
but are finding difficulty. Tramps 
in that state are being impressed 
into service. There is employment 
for men in Karsas by the thous-
